Soviet-Israel trade on agenda 
for Peres-Shevardnadze talks

The establishment of joint cham- 
bers of commerce in Moscow and 
Tel Aviv, as a first step towards 
opening direct trade channels be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Israel, 
will be discussed during Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres's meeting 
with his Soviet counterpart Eduard 


-- Shevardnadze in New York later 


“this month, 


An agreement in principle to set 
up these organizations was reached 
in ee last month, during a 

visit by Danny Gillerman, the presi- 
dent of the Federation of Chambers 
of Commerce. The Soviets, who 
were described by sources close to 
Gillerman as as “very serious about 
the idea,” also brought up the sub- 
ject in recent meetings with the for- 


eign minister’s adviser, Nimrod 
Novick. 

According to these sources, the 
Soviets are interested in initiating 
trade ties through such institutions 
as chambers of commerce, since 
these are not regarded as political 
bodies. 

Although Israel trades openly 
with other Eastern Bloc countries, it 
has no direct commercial links with 
the Soviet Unioa. The sources said 
that the Soviets are interested in 
trading with third countries through 
Israel, as well as in purchasing Israe- 
li-made pharmaceuticals, cosmetics, 
and new technologies. 

In their discussions with Giller- 
man, the Soviets also mentioned the 
possibility of selling Israel raw mate- 
rials and possibly even diamonds. 
Israel is the largest diamond-pro- 
cessing centre in the world. 


Jewish militant group attacks 
Paris offices of National Front 


PARIS (Reuter) — Jewish militants 
attacked the Paris offices of the far- 
right French National Front early 
yesterday as a furore over an anti- 
Semitic jibe by party leader Jean- 
Marie Le Pen rose to a crescendo. 

Police said the militants broke 
into the ultra-right party’s offices in 
the northwest of the capital, daub- 
ing “SS” insignias, Nazi swastikas 
and the Jewish Star of David over 
the walis, wrecking furniture and 
stealing membership fees. 

Ag anonymous caller claiming to 
belong to the Jewish Defence Orga- 
nization, a vigilante Jewish group, 
later rang a news agency to claim 
responsibility. 

Le Pen raised protests among his 
own supporters when he linked the 
name of Socialist Civil Service Min- 


ister Michel Durafour with the word 
“crematoire™ to give ‘“‘four-crema- 
toire” — gas-oven — during a political 
meeting on Friday. 

Socialist President Francois Mit- 
terrand yesterday intervened, ex- 
pressing sympathy for Durafour, 
who he said had been the victim of 
abusive language. 

Pascal Arrighi, a dissident sus- 
pended from the party after calling 
for the replacement of extremists he 
said were leading the National 
Front, yesterday announced he was 


quitting. : 

Anstighi told French radio that Le 
Pen had become “a plaything and a 
puppet” of his hardline second-in- 
command, Jean-Pierre Stirbois, 
who he described as “‘a totally child- 
ish political tactician.” 


Anarchy in Rangoon as leader 
defies opposition ultimatum 


RANGOON (Reuter) -- This city of 
three million le descended into 
anarchy yesterday, but President 
Maung Maung defied an opposition 
ultimatum and held on to power as 
increasing numibers of troops moved 
into Burma's 

“It looks like we are heading for a 
confrontation,” ἃ Western diplomat 
said. The diplomat said troops were 
being brought into the capital in ci- 
vilian and army trucks.

The troops moved through streets 
that just hours before had been 
filled with marauding crowds of 
looters and vandals. Earlier in the 
day the government issued an order 
to the army to shoot anyone caught 
ransacking factories or warehouses. 
Five looters were killed, six wound- 
ed and 88 arrested, Radio Rangoon 
said. 

The opposition had set last night's 
news broadcast on Radio Rangoon 
as a deadline for the resignation of

The broadcast carried instead a 
government order prohibiting peo- 
ple from gathering at the Parliament 
building next Monday, the date set 
for an emergency congress of the 
BSPP to decide the country's politi- 
cal future. 

“Tomorrow we hope to show the 
government that we can paralyze 
the whole governmental machinery 
if we so wish,” opposition leader 
Aung San Suu Kyi said after the 
bro: 

Maung "Zaw. an official of the 
Peace and Democracy League, 
which includes senior opposition 
leaders U Nu, Burma’s last demo- 
cratically elected prime minister, 
and former defence minister Tin 
Oo, also spoke to Reuters after the 
Radio Rangoon broadcast. “We 
ave τὸ wait and see what will hap- 
pen tomorrow," Maung Zaw said. 
“We think the army will stand on 
our side, with the civilians.”

A political storm erupted yeste: 
day over U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan's invitation to Foreign Min- 
ister Shimon Peres to meet with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismat 
Abdul Maguid at the opening ses- 
sion of the United Nations General 
Assembly later this month. 

Informed sources in Washington 
say the two are scheduled to mect 
around September 26 with Reagan 
and Secretary of State George 
Shultz, who are anxious to explore 
various possibilities for advancing 
the peace process and reviving 
Shultz’s faltering peace initiative. 

‘The Likud yesterday strongly ob- 
jected to the invitation, charging 
that it was an attempt to intervene in 
Israel’s election campaign and to 
help Peres in the elections. 

Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy called the invitation “‘astound- 
ing evidence of political licentious- 
ness” and accused Peres of acting 
behind Shamir’s back in planning

for the meeting with Reagan and 
Sbultz. 


“This invitation cannot advance 
the peace process and it is clear that 
Peres did not advise Shamir about 
it,” Levy said. 

Tehiya MK Geula Cohen said the 
invitation was ἃ gross attempt to 
influence the outcome of Israel's 
election. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
expressed profound displeasure 
with the invitation and its timing, 
noting that he had no prior knowl- 
edge of the plans for the mecting. 
“We must not forget that we are in 
the midst of an election campaign,” 
Shamir said. 

Likud circles yesterday mocked 
the Americans’ sudden urge to ad- 
vance the peace process a few weeks 
before the elections and the end of 
Peres’s term as foreign minister. 
They said there was no doubt the 
invitation was not addressed to 
Peres merely as Israel's foreign min- 
ister but as one of the two contend- 
ers for prime minister. 

Peres himself yesterday said he 
had not heard of the American ini-

tiative. but added that “not even 
elections in Israel should stop the 
Peace process.“ 

Peres’ aides reacted more strong- 
ly, attacking the Likud and the right 
for “becoming hysterical whenever 
there is a chance for peace." 

Shultz had discussed the possibili- 
ty of meeting the Israeli and Egyp- 
tian foreign ministers at the UN with 
Israeli Ambassador Moshe Arad 
when they met last month at the 
Republican National Convention in 
New Orleans. Only in the past few 
days has Reagan decided to partici- 
pate personally. 

On Tuesday, the minister at the 
Israeli Embassy in Washington, 
Oded Eran, met at the State De- 
partment with Assistant Secretary 
for Near Eastern Affairs Ned Walk- 
er. It was during that meeting, in- 
formed sources said, that Walker 
handed Eran a letter from Shultz 
inviting Peres to the three-way 
meeting in New York. 

The White House and the State 
Department yesterday refused to 
publicly confirm the meeting. “I just

High-ranking officers in charge of 
the IDF’s drafting process yesterday

“We see the developments as very 
serious, whether they involve re- 
serve or regular soldiers,” said Tat- 
Aluf David Hermash, deputy head 
of the Manpower Division, at a 
press conference. “All the control 
mechanisms will be checked.” 

Aluf-Mishne Dr. Mickey Wiener, 
the deputy medical corps CO - who 
is in charge of determining IDF 
medical profiles — promised to hold 
a detailed investigation of each step 
of the medical ers and ex- 

emption process, despite the severe 
controls already enacted. 

Aluf-Mishne Oren Chico, head of 
the draft 
charge of the entire drafting process 
— said the two-year-old computer- 
ization process of the drafting, med- 
ical classification and professional 
assignment procedures may be ac- 
celerated as a result of the exposure 
of impropriety. 

Hermash said the copmputeriza- 


tion will make the drafting process 
more efficient, but warned that 

“even mechanization cannot pre- 
vent all mishaps. No system is per- 
fect." He pointed out that the sys- 
tem deals with very large numbers: 
250,000 assignments and 30,000 
medical reclassifications of regular 
soldiers each year. 

Hermash said that without con- 
nection to the ring, the restrictions 
on exemptions from reserve duty 
were recently made more severe, 
and the rate of compliance with re- 
serve draft orders has been higher 
this year than in the past. 

He also said that about 300 draft- 
ees who receive exemptions from 
IDF service because of physical limi- 
tations and medical reasons none- 
theless volunteer.

“In these days, when it is usual to 
stress that which divides the Jewish 
People, we are calling all Jews to 
study their sources together,” Ya'a- 
cov Flanzer, former secretary of the 
Kibbutz Hadati movement, said 
yesterday at the dedication of the 
Ya'acov Herzog Centre for Jewish 
Studies. 


The centre, named for the fate 
rabbi, scholar and statesman, broth- 
er of President Chaim Herzog, is 
located at Kibbutz Ein Tsurim, next 
to Yeshivat Hakibbutz Hadati. Ac- 
cording To Paina Herzog, widow of 
the late Ya’acov Herzog, the centre, 
initiated by Derrick Kleeman, is to 
disseminate Jewish knowledge in a 
non-coercive environment to all 
Jews, for long and short courses and 
seminars. 

President Herzog noted that aot 
all that bis late brother did for the 
Jewish People and the State of Israel 
is as yet known by the general pub- 
lic. He added that what: we lack 
today are leaders who have roots in 
Jewish sources and yet participate 
fully in public life. 

Foreign Minister Peres described 
Ya’acov Herzog as a man who stood 
at the point where universalism 
meets national interest; as one who 
could combine an analysis of diplo- 
macy with a historical survey which 
might include the founders of other 
great faiths; as one who had what

wanting to teach, but not prosely- 
tize, to impart, but not to absorb.

“Moshe, Melech Yisrael.” sang 
one Ione voice in the crowd as Fi- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim 
toured Jerusalem's Mahane Yehuda 
yesterday. The “King of Israel” 
chant did not last very long — Nis- 
sim, apparently, does not figure in 
the Likud pantheon. 

But everybody seems to like him. 
Mangoes, dates, watermelons, hal- 
va were thrust upon him by eager 
stallholders already decked out with 
their Likud election stickers. After 
he carefully said the blesssing for 
each delicacy, the crowd around him 
joyfully shouted “amen.” 

“I'm very happy and proud to be 
with the people of Israel on the eve 
of Rosh Hashana,” Nissim said at 
one point. Standing underneath the 
Likud bunting which streamed all 
the way up the market's main street, 
Nissim added “I'm not doing this 
just because of the elections, [ come 
here every year before the 


festivals.” 

Not that there was much election- 
eering to be done yesterday. Ma- 
bane Yehuda's vendors need very 
little convincing to vote Likud, 
while the general public. trying to 
do their pre-Rosh Hashana shop- 
ping. were practically trampled un- 
derfoot by the pack of photogra- 
phers looking for the next shot of 
Nissim munching on a watermelon. 

Interspersed with his wishes for a 
happy New Year, Nissim kept on 
reminding the shopkeepers that it 
was his policy of economic stability 
which was keeping inflation down. 

Statements like these hardly set 
the crowd alight; but then Nissim is 
no demagogue. “I think he’s a fi- 
nance minister who keeps the public 
calm,” said stall-owner Yaron Tzid- 
kiyahu. “I don’t understand much 
about economics but I know I don’t 
have to run after dollars anymore. 
What do I care if Solel Boneh col- 
lapses, that's the Histadrut’s 
problem.” 


Gandhi sets out on 
his long march

TEL AVIV — Rehavam Ze’evi, bet- 
ter known as “Gandhi,” stood by a 
stal] ar the Hatikva Quarter market 
holding a bouquet of flowers a sup- 
porter had just given him. 

He looked around for someone to 
give them to, and spotted an elderly 
woman with greying hair trailing a 
shopping cart. “Good luck. And re- 
member to vote Moledet,” he said, 
as he handed her the bouquet. 

The woman, Ester Moshka, 
beamed. She was delighted by the 
gift but didn’t know the identity of 
the giver. “Who is he?” she asked. 

Gandhi launched the street cam- 
paign for his new list with a half- 
hour walk down the market road 
Caner ἢ hands and making small 
talk. The former general was obvi- 
ously new to the politician’s game of 
pressing the flesh. “Everybody does 
It, so there may be something to it,” 
he said. 

He learned that the logistics of a 
street campaign can be complex. 
Local activists had put a table on the 
road — on which they placed an Ori- 
ental Tora scroll, a shofar, flowers, 
two hallot and salt — but a municipal 
inspector and police insisted that it 
be removed. The activists stalled as 


a police sergeant-major ordered the 
table and everything on it confiscat- 
ed, but Gandhi arrived in the nick of 
time. Someone blew a shofar, others 
showered him and the spectators

with candy and the policeman 
stepped aside. 

The candidate started out by test- 
ing the crowd. Standing with his 
hands on his hips, he asked, “Who 
does Eretz Yisrael belong to?”

hane wanted a theocratic state. 
Gandhi wore a black kippa only at 
the entrance to the market when he 
= welcomed with the bread and 

it. 


Ou his way to back to his car 
Gandhi was asked whether he be- 
lieved he had achieved something 
there. “People know there is such a 
thing ‘as Moledet and they know 
who heads it. That’s all you can 
achieve in a few minutes,” he told 
The Post. “They may remember it 
on November 2, and may not. We'll 
be much wiser then.”

Though basins for crushing olives 
were usually made of a single stone 
in the period when the factory was 
built, one of the basins at this site 
was put together from a number of 
identical triangular sections, all fit- 
ted with remarkable precision. 

It was made of hard stone, which 
is not found in the Bayside area and 
was brought from either the Upper 
Galilee or the Golan, Porath said. 

The circular frame, however, still in 
fine condition, was made of softer 
local stones. 

Several plain mosaic floors and 

storage basins were also 
found. Dr. Porath said the factory 
had obviously been designed to sup- 
ply a large quantity of olive oil.

Authority staffers will soon wear name tags, and 
some, including express-mail messengers, already wear uniforms.

BLOEMFONTEIN (Reuter) — The 
black prisoners known as the Shar- 
pevilie Six launched their final court 
bid yesterday to have their trial re- 
opened and escape the gallows, just 
short of 1,000 days since they were 
sentenced to die. 

South Africa’s most famous prac- 
tising lawyer, Sydney Kentridge, ar- 
gued on behalf of the five black men 
and one woman whose December 
1985 conviction for their part in the 
mob killing of a black municipal of- 
ficial caused an international outcry. 
The official, Jacob Dlamini, was 
stoned, stabbed and burnt during a 
township riot in September 1984.

Picture of Soviet 
influence-selling 
painted in trial 
MOSCOW (AP) - The government 
sketched a picture of widespread 
corruption and influence peddling 
that permeated the law enforcement 
apparatus of Uzbekistan as the trial 
of Leonid Brezhnev's son-in-law 
continued yesterday before a mili- 
tary court. 

After describing its case against 
Brezhnev's own security chief, who 
was said to have killed himself fol- 
lowing discovery of his extravagant 
lifestyle financed by bribery, the 
government used the third day of 
the trial to show how lesser officials 
lined their pockets in the Central 
Asian republic of Uzbekistan. 

One of the nine defendants stood 
up in the dock at the start of the 
session to complain that investiga- 
tors were using “moral and psycho- 
logical pressure” to make htm con- 
fess in Moscow's Lefortovo prison. 
where the accused are being held 
during the trial, expected to last two 
months. 

An attorney for former Uzbeki- 
Stan interior minister Khaidar Yak- 
hyaev, 61, told reporters the defen- 
dant maintains he is innocent of all 
charges against him. The defendants 
have not yet been given an opportu- 
nity to enter their pleas pending 
completion pf, the reading of the 
charges against them. The indict- 
ment comprises some 1,500 pages. 

According to allegations read in 
court yesterday, senior police offi- 
cials in Uzbekistan sold promotions 
and accepted gifts from officers who 
paid bribes in order to remain in the 


force. 

One of the defendants, Pyotr Be- 
gelman, was accused of taking 1,000 
rubles ($1,600) from officers who 
wanted to avoid the waiting list for 
buying a new car. Soviets sometimes 
wait years for a car. 

The principal defendant in the 
case is Yuri M. Churbanov, a Shche- 
lokov deputy who is married to 
Brezhnev's daughter, Galina. Chur- 
banov's wife has not appeared in 
court. His lawyer told reporters she 
is ill but will testify in defence of her 
husband Jater in the trial.

Security and the rule of law 


SHORTLY before Britain’s Lord Chancellor. 
Lord Mackay, delivered what amounted to a 
eulogy on Israel's judicial system, in an ad- 
dress to the Bar Association two nights ago, a 
small group of Israeli lawyers protested the 
“silence” of the Bar in the face of what they 
described as “ἃ denial of basic norms of jus- 
tice across the Green Line.” The protesters 
appeared not to share the distinguished visi- 
tor’s confidence that Israel’s courts would be 
able to cope with such problems as the Pales- 
tinian uprising. One placard they held up sug- 
gested that “A civilized state does not have 
recourse to administrative detention.” 

They were in error. Britain itself, reported- 
ly a civilized state, not long ago had recourse 
to administrative detentions in Northern Ire- 
land, because the ordinary legal means of 
keeping public order proved to be of little 
avail against murderous Irish terrorism. The 
recent escalation of IRA activities has given 
tise to thoughts in London of reinstating ad- 
ministrative detention. 

A case could be made for the proposition 
that what is good enough when applied by the 
British in Ulster, which is a part of the king- 
dom, should invite no objection when resort- 
ed to by Israelis in Judea, Samaria and Gaza, 
which are subject to the law of military occu- 
pation. Especially since the occupied Palestin- 
jans have access to Israel’s High Court of 
Justice. 

The question is, how effective can judicial 
review of occupation practices be when the 
need to maintain the occupation, at virtually 
all cost, is viewed as the well-nigh highest 
security interest. 

In a letter to this newspaper on Monday a 
resident of Gaza explained why Gazans in 
general are unwilling to contest the legality, 
say, of taxation imposed by the occupation 
authorities. The reason, he claimed, is that 
the moment [DF lawyers utter the magic 
words, “‘security grounds,” a complaint is 
thrown out of court. However overdrawn, this 
picture is not a caricature of the situation. A 
Palestinian's one sure chance of securing re- 
dress depends on the finding of a procedural 


fault in the conduct of the authorities. 


Take the strange case involving the report 


on the cause of the death of a 21-vear old 
villager, Awad Hamdan, in Jenin prison last 
July, following two days’ grilling by an anony- 
mous Shin Bet 


Tative. 
A whole repertoire of causes for the young 


man’s death was soon offered to the Hamdan 
family. These included heart attack, pneumo- 
nia and snake bite. None seemed to fit what 
family members claimed they had detected 
when the cadaver was submitted to them for 
burial, which was signs of torture. In Septem- 
ber of last year, responding to the family’s 
plea, the High Court ordered the authorities 
to give reason why the cause of death should 
not be disclosed to them. The order was not 
acted upon for a full year. Yesterday the 
matter came before the High Court again. 
Brushing aside the state's procedurally irrele- 
vant arguments, the court gave the authorities 
a fortnight to specify the cause of death. 


It is hard to believe that what the Hamdan 


family is after, at this late date, is merely the 
information. The cause of death could easily 
be surmised as early as last February, when 
the attorney-general ordered the mystery op- 
erative to be put on trial for “the death, 
through negligence. of an Arab suspect, 
Awad Hamdan.” The trial is now scheduled 
to begin next month, and it will be held behind 
closed doors: 


Awad Hamdan’s allegedly “negligent” in- 


terrogation had taken place before the Lan- 
dau Commission produced its report on the 
Shin Bet’s methods of combating PLO terror- 
ism. The evidence suggests that the agency’s 
inclination to cover up embarrassments may 
not have been materially affected by the pas- 
sage of time. And that the efforts of the courts 
to reconcile the imperative of the rule of law 
with the exigencies of security are not meeting 
with any particularly resounding success 
either. 


This is not a criticism of the courts. For the 


underlying problem remains what it always 
was, namely occupation, and that is for politi- 
cians, not judges to solve.

BEFORE the age of Modernity, 
rabbis wielded decisive authorizy. 
This authority. however, was noi 
that of the office; it was the author- 
ity of a calling, of an ideal. The 
rabbi, a priori ἃ man of noble char- 
acter, religious sincerity and unim- 
peachable integrity. was the person- 
ification of the ideal. Bestowal of 
the title “rabbi was (and presum- 
ably still is) contingent upon ordina- 
tion, semicha, Semicha had always 
been accepted as an affirmation that 
the bearer of the title “rabbi™ had 
mastered the Talmud and the intri- 
cate laws of kashrut and personal 
status as detailed in the Shulhan 
Aruch. 

A very comprehensive examina- 
tion by universally recognized Tal- 
mudic scholars preceded the award- 
ing of this most coveted title. The 
more renowned the examining 
scholar, the more prestigious was 
the semicha, entitling the ordained 
rabbi to “hand down mulings™ — 
“Yoreh, yoreh” and also, if he had 
also mastered the laws of torts, dam- 
ages. property etc., “render judg- 
ment” -“Yadin, yadin” in matters 
of Jewish law. A rabbi took pride in 
the reputation of the master(s) who 
signed his sernicha. 

The rabbi was no cleric, for there 
could be no place for a cleric in a 
nation that never admitted any divi- 
sion between the religious and the 
secular spheres of life. 

With the advent of Modernism, 
conditioned by the age of Emanci- 
pation and assimilation (especially 
in the Western world), a crisis arose 


Jew's traditional worid and his mod- 
ern life shaped by a dynamic secular 
civilization shattered his spiritual 
unity. 

The: life of the Jew ran simulta- 
neously on two different tracks. Ju- 
daism in a sense was reduced to 
synagogue ceremonials and the 
emotion of the cemetery.

ὮΝ THE FACE of these difficulties 
and in an attempt to tackle them. 

One 
was Jewish religious liberalism and 
the other. Modern Orthodoxy. 

It is not within the purview of this 
article to explain or analyze the phi- 
losophy of Liberal Judaism in its 
various shades (Reform, Conserva- 
tive and Reconstnuctionism). if it is 
definable at all. As a generalization. 
however. it mav be said that in 
abandoning the belief in 2 historic 
revelation on Sinai. Liberal Judaism 
authorized every practising rabbi to 
become a source of revelation. Ev- 
erything can sail under this Liberal 
flag: it needs only to acknowledge 
the idea of “ethical monotheism.” 
whatever this may mean. 

This idea has long ceased to be a 
Jewish monopoly and is, therefore. 
no longer a badge of “Jewish” iden- 
tity. Without cosmetics and in reali- 
ty, Liberal Judaism in all its forms is 
a sanctioned Jewish assimilation to 
the environment in which Jews live. 

While this Liberalism yielded 
more and more under the stress of 
conflict, abandoning position after 
position and not knowing where to 
halt, Moder Orthodoxy formulat- 
ed its own ideology. The principle of 
Tora im derech eretz, formulated by 
Rabbi Samson Raphael Hirsch and 
designed to combine Tora with 
Western civilization, became the ba- 
sis of a complete system. It pro- 
duced. for example, an entirely new 
type of school, with a very high edu- 
cational standard, from which Or- 
thodox youth could proceed to uni- 
versity. Tora im derech eretz was a 
great success indeed. Its aim was to 
preserve the “old wine in a new 
vessel.” 

The Liberal and Modem Ortho- 
dox movements established their 
own rabbinical colleges, graduating 
year after year rabbis who guided 
their communities and tried to satis- 
fy their respective religious needs. 

Orthodox institutions were estab- 
lished that prepared their graduates 
for both the traditional semicha, 
with αἱ! its requirements, and a uni- 
it . Following their ex- 
ample, some of the great higher ye- 
shivot under the leadership of 
renowned personalities anderstood 
that they were not teaching in a 


i 


vacuum and began to encourage, 
even to urge, their students to pur- 
sue secular studies, thus doing their 
share in “installing the Almighty's 
dominion on earth.” Indeed, these 
rabbinical institutions have pro- 
duced the finest rabbis for the West- 
ern hemisphere. excelling in both 
Tora and general culture, and com- 
bining them into one organic whole. 
In light of this very high standard, 
requiting many years of intensive 
and dedicated study, there was nev- 
er a “glut” of rabbis. 


IN RECENT YEARS we witness a 
proliferation of young men carrying 
ἃ rabbinical title whose credentials 
are, to say the least, nat quite in 
accordance with the traditional 
norm, and certainly not comparable 
to the classical semicha. Direct in- 
quiries as to haw they were ordained 
are almost always countered with an 
evasive answer. Jn their zealous op- 
position to rabbinical colleges and 
their graduates, whether Liberal or 
Orthodox - the former considered 
heretical, the latter seen as contami- 
nated by Goyish, i.e. Western, cul- 
ture - they display little of the re- 
fined qualities we normally 
associate with and expect from 
rabbis. 

In its zeal to fight heresy and 
Modernism, this branch of the Or- 
thodox rabbinate has apparently ex- 
hausted its energy and lacks the 
Strength to take a good look at itself 
and put its house in order. 


Of course, there are also young 
rabbis, properly ordained by re- 
spectable yeshivot. who deserve all 
the respect their title commands. 
But in the absence of a central body 
to monitor the conferral of the rab- 
binic title. it is hardly surprising that 
the new abundance of rabbis under- 
mines confidence in the rabbinate as 
a whole 

It sometimes seems that the only 
recognizable criteria for rabbinical 
authority have become the exter- 
nals, the garb (bringing to mind Isa- 
jah 3:6, “You have ἃ mantle, be our 
ruler"). rather than nobility of char- 
acter. humility, ethical conduct and 
excellence in knowledge. 

Regrettably, we witness today 
fragmented rabbinical authority. 
Not only in Liberal Judaism, which 
rejects Halacha in its traditional and 
unifying form, but even — and this is 
most disturbing — in that part of our 
people who accept the Shulhan 


Aruch, and who shouid accordingly 
strive for ἃ common goal. Instead, 
we see self-appointed referees who 
break the unity of religious conduct 
by running their own various Juda- 
ions, Tt is no TRON To say 
that there are as many shades of 
kashrut in any given community as 
these are groups led by ἃ rabbi. In- 
cessant competition among the vari- 
ous rabbis secking to ontde one an- 
other in strict adherence to the law 
are responsible for a kind of militan- 
cy gripping their followers unheard 
of m our history. ae

Military reporter Kenneth Kaplan talks 
to Tat-Aluf Zvi (“Farkash’’) Poleg, 
who recently took over as commander 
of the IDF forces in the Gaza Strip 


“The problem here is very sensi- 
tive, very delicate,” he said, “and it 
Tequires someone with a sufficiently 
fine sense of what is humane in or- 
der to deal with this complex 
problem. 

“You're aware all the time of the 
impact you have on the area. If you 
make a mistake, if a few people are 
hurt, the whole ‘Strip can erupt into 
activity. You walk a very fine path.” 

“Tm not a diplomat, Tm a mili- 
tary commander, but you must be 
able to see a number of aspects of 
the problem, and not just see it 
through the gunsights, because 
you’re working with human beings. 
Tf a local person gets hurt. gets 
killed, you must first of all remem- 
ber that he is a human being. He 
wasn't born in order for someone to 
kill him. He was bom to live. So if 
there’s no absolute need to shoot, 
don’t. And that’s why we investigate 
every incident. 


“The Palestinian entity does not 
accept our presence here and, in its 
eyes, all means are acceptable in 
order to achieve its aim. It’s clear 
that the civilian population will use 
whatever means it has at its disposal 
in order to create violence against 
us. (For us) it’s not a war, because 
war is different, but for them it is 
perhaps a war.”

stemmed not from any new policy, 
but from the wave of violence start- 
ed by the Or Yehuda affair. 

He said the way the ae is 
portrayed in the media is unfair, and 
lacks all sense of proportion to the 
number of rioters involved in inci- 
dents and the number of 
living peacefully in the areas where 
the incidents occur. 

“In a confrontation between a 12- 
year-old boy with a stone and a 20- 
year-old soldier with a rifle, sympa- 
thy naturally goes to the boy. But 
it’s not justified, because a stone 
thrown by a boy of 12 can kill. 

“The local people ask me why the 
soldiers hit. I ask them the opposite 
question: ‘What is your purpose 
when you throw stones or metal bars 
or ah ind bombs at me?’ They're not 

to say ‘in order to kill 
ety They're not embarrassed to 
say that. 

“So what choices do we have as 
an army ... as a more humane insti- 
tution? If that was my aim (to kill), 
then tomorrow I could open fire 
freely, and the result would be very 
severe. What is left to me are the 
conventional means to disperse 
demonstrations: gas, rabber bullets 
and -- the best of all if I want to 
achieve deterrence — the physical 
contact of hittng him with the ba- 
ton. I'd like to see you after they 
throw a stone, when you know the 
purpose of that stone is not just to 
hit you, but to kill you, and I mean 
to kill you. I want to see how you 
react, with a baton in your hand, 
towards whoever threw the stone.”” 

The 12-year-old boy, he said, is 
just one of tens, or hundreds just 
like him. “and a two-kilo stone 
thrown from the roof of a house can 
kill you, and that’s his aim.” 


FARKASH'S main 
mander of the Gaza Strip is to further 
lower the level of violence, which he 
says is the intifada’s sole expression 
today. 

“When the intifada began,” he 
explains, “they set themselves a 
oumber of goals. Cutting off ties 


HE BELIEVES that under the cur- 
rent conditions, the IDF can contin- 
ue fulfilling its task in the Gaza Strip 
indefinitely. 

“Not that I enjoy it, of course, but 

the strict viewpoint of capabili- 
ties, we can do it. I won't call the 
situation a war, but I do define it as 
as struggle for our existence. I know 
that if I don’t fight the battle here, 
PU fight it in Tel Aviv, in my own 
backyard. If 1 want my children to 
have a country, I must solve the 
problem here.” 

Asked if he thought soldiers en- 
gage in more or less soul-searching 
today than they did at the beginning 
of the intifada, Farkash cast doubt 
on whether very many soldiers did 
ask themselves such questions to be- 
gin with. 

“If you asked the soldiers at the 
beginning whether they understood 
why they're here, I think you would 
have found that the majority knew 
what their task was. What people 
did think, and what many still think 
today, is that the intifada has had a 
negative impact on the army -- psy- 
chologically, sociologically, and so 
on. 


Tl do the utmost to 
lower the violence, 
but I can’t stop it 
completely.

“I can tell you from my own meet- 
ings with soldiers, there is no de- 
structive side-effect of their service 
here. Moreover, a soldier who 
serves here understands how impor- 
tant his work is.

Some day 1 will retum to where I 
used to live. And you won't be there 
anymore.”

That doesn’t mean that all 
of a sudden there's a lack of support 
for the intifada, or that the store 
owners won't obey the instructions 
in the latest pamphlet. But they will 
‘steal’ time from the instructions. 
The orders say open shops from 9 to 
12, the owner will open at 6 or 6:30 
in the moming and close well after 
noon. Others stay open nearly 24 
hours a day. 


I don’t know how any other people 
would react to being told it was po- 
ing to be pushed aside, that it has no 
right to exist as a nation. Yet the 
soldiers act with restraint.

THE curtain has gone down on Act 
Π of the Martin Scorsese drama at 
the Venice Film Festival. 

A loca] judge, who asked to see 
the much-discussed The Last Temp- 
tation of Christ in order to establish 
whether its presentation would con- 
stitute a criminal act, told festival 
officials that he has no objection 
whatsoever to showing the film in 
public. This means that Scorsese can 
fly over, as scheduled, for a couple 
of days to explain to the media his 
unexpected foray into theology. 

The scandal surrounding The Last 
Temptation in Venice exploded 
when festival director Guglielmo 
Biraghi announced his intention of 
including the film, an adaptation of 
Nikos Kazantzakis’s novel present- 
ing Christ as human rather than di- 
vine, in his programme. Conserva- 
tives, many of them eager for an 
excuse to attack the liberal Biraghi, 
immediately screamed blue murder, 
with famous filmmaker Franco Ze- 
firelli the most vociferous of all. 

The attack against the festival 
reached new heights when the me-

Medieval in Haifa 


ON SEPTEMBER 15. the Haifa 
Theatre will present the Hebrew 
premiere of Yussef Abu Warda’s 
one-man show Mistero Buffo. Mis- 
tero Buffo is a selection of four me- 
dieval stories collected and per- 
formed by the contemporary Italian 
actor-director Dario Fo, and previ- 
ously performed by Abu Warda in 
Arabic. The show's successful run 
began two years ago at the El 
Hakawati theater in East Jerusalem, 
and was followed by a tour of Ara- 
bic-speaking communities in the 
Galilee. 

Thirty-five-year-old Abu Warda, 
who grew up in Acre. explains that 
these pieces were “‘an early form of 
protest or street theatre.” Originally 
performed by travelling minstrels in 
the 14th century, the playlets draw 
on New Testament themes common 
in the “mystery plays” once put on 
in churches. In such plays, the “mys- 
tery” of Christian redemption was 
acted out, translated from the Latin 
mass and presented to common peo- 
ple in their native tongue. 

Mistero Buffo, however, has a be- 
rétical twist, satirizing those who ra- 
tionalize or cling to their suffering, 
and who are afraid of demanding ἃ 
change in their status quo. The orig- 
inal target of this satire, the Church, 
was so displeased by this art form 
that it burnt many of its practitio- 
ners at the stake.

THE BUSINESS executive's new-found ability 
to stay in touch — via cellular phones, beepers, 
tiny Dictaphones, modem-equipped computers, 
phones in jets and trains, and portable facsimile 
machines — has revolutionized the way people 
work in developed nations. Business people 
who had to be out of touch for as long as 24 
hours while travelling can today remain on top 
of the latest developments. and can no fonger 
claim they missed something because they 
“couldn't find a phone.” 


But the latest issue of Psychology Today τὰς, 


ports that these technological miracles are 
threatening to drive their users crazy. They fee! 
they must be “on line” now 24 hours a day, even 
while taking a shower in the hotel bathroom, or 
during legitimate vacations, The users are thus 
being exposed to a great deal of “high-tech” 
stress: While some seem to thrive on being 
constantly in touch, others feel they have lost 
their privacy. 

The journal reports that 2,600 phone calls 
have been made each week from Amtrak's 
Northeast Corridor Metroliner trains since tele- 
phones were installed on that line two years 

. There are over a million cellular (“Pele- 
phone”) telephones in the U.S.. for example, 
and over three million portable computers. Ho- 
tels are routinely offering business centres with 
personal computers, and photocopy and fax 
machines for the executive-on-the-go. He or she 
can even dictate a report into a hotel phone in 
the middle of the night and receive it perfectly 
typed in the morning. 

Companies are becoming increasingly aware 
of the danger of dehumanizing their employees 

requiring them to use these high-tech com- 
munication toys all the time. Some have already 
sent them on business trips, emphasizing that 
they don't have to use them 24 hours a day. 

Meanwhile, the Motorola-Tadiran company 
that sells and operates the Pelephone here has 
joined with the Bezek public telecommunica- 
tions company in offering the possibility of 
sending fax messages over local celJular phones. 
An experiment has proved successful, and the 
partnership will soon offer this new service. It 
should prove helpful to companies which, 
thanks to Bezek, are still waiting for a phone to 
be installed, but would like to use a facsimile 
machine. But it could mark the beginning of an 
Israeli-style, high-stressed executive who car- 
ties his fax and phone with him. 
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Earth’s bottom warming up 


SYDNEY, Australia — Antarcti- 
ca’s vast ice cap is melting gradually 
and sea levels are rising due mainly 
to a worldwide warming trend 
caused by the “greenhouse effect,” 
an Australian scientist said recently. 

Tan Allison, a senior research offi- 
cer and glaciologist at the Australian 
government's Antarctic division in 
Hobart, used satellite data to formu- 
late his theory that the southern ice 
cap is “moving back” as a result of 
climatic change. 

Allison presented a paper to 1,200 
scientists from 55 countries gathered 
for the 26th Geographical Congress, 
a quadrennial assembly held here 
recently. Ecologists have said future 
monitoring of Antarctica is essential 
to gauge the impact of the so-called 
greenhouse effect. Eartier this 
week, scientists wamed that eventn- 
ally, low-lying South Pacific nations 
will become swamped by rising sea 
levels. 

The impact of the greenhouse ef- 
fect has dominated discussion at the 
week-long congress. Scientists attri- 


bute the problem to an ever-increas- 
ing buildup of carbon dioxide, meth- 
ane and other trace gases in the 
atmosphere. They estimate that sea 
levels will rise by up to one metre 
during the next 30 to 40 years. 

Allison said records kept since the 
1950s show evidence of rising tem- 
peratures on the Antarctic coast 
paralleling those in the rest of the 
world. 

Satellite pictures also showed sea 
ice surrounding the continent has 
decreased since the data became 
available in the early 1970s. He pre- 
dicted this will continue. 

“We should be continuing this 
monitoring because we are looking 
at a sensitive surface, probably one 
of the first in the world to respond to 
changes occurring in the climate,“ 
he said. 

Allison said Antarctica’s response 
to these temperature increases was 
slow and the warming of existing 
water bodies would be much quicker 
and “more certain.” 

Antarctica, which is rich in miner- 


als, covers the bottom of the world. 
Many countries, ranging from Ma- 
laysia in southeast Asia to Australia 
and Chile as well as China and the 
United States. have land claims 
there, 

Environmental organizations 
such as Greenpeace have warmed 
that world greed for minerals could 
ignite military conflict in the un- 
spoiled wilderness. 

The conference also was told that 
studies in New Zealand showed that 
the greenhouse effect was changing 
that country's snowfields and rivers. 

Blair Fitzharris, fecturer at the 
University of Otago's Department 
of Geography in New Zealand, said 
an enhanced greenhouse climate 
would lead τὸ a rise in snowline of 
300 to 400 metres and a decrease in 
snow below 7,300 metres over the 
next 40 years. “Snow storage will 
only be half it is today and there will 
be a big change in the run-off of 
rivers.” he said.

New telescopes might 
‘open up’ earth’s interior 


PASADENA, California — A pro- 
posed terrestrial telescope system 
would produce better pictures of 
Earth’s interior and detect small 
tremors, “‘silent” earthquakes and 
huge jolts that make the planet ring 
like a bell, according to scientists 
here. . 

The contrast between the pro- 
posed terrestrial telescope system, 
or , and existing quake- 
monitoring networks “is like com- 
paring a compact disc recording with 
the original phonographs.”” said 
Don Anderson, director of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology's seis- 
mological laboratory. 

“This new array will be able to 
detect thé very smallest earthquakes 
as well as the very largest earth- 
quakes with equal fidelity,” which 
existing seismic networks can’t do. 
he said. “Small earthquakes tend to 
have very high frequencies like a 


ifornia and USGS installed the first 
of Terrascope’s 10 “broad-band. 
high-dynamic-range. digital seis- 
mometers” about six months ago in 
Caltech’s Kresge Lab at a cost of 
about $100,000. 


Researchers now are talking to 
the governor's staff, state lawmak- 
ers and private donors to raise the 
remainder of Terrascope's $4.2 mil- 
lion cost.

The terrestrial telescope system 
would be part of a global network of 
high-fidelity seismometers operated 
by the Incorporated Research Insti- 
tutions of Seismology, which ai- 
ready has 10 of the devices operat- 
ing around the world, 

When information from Terras- 
cope and the Virginia-run network 
is combined, “we will be able to 
build up a three-dimensional picture 
of Earth's interior with unprece- 
dented clarity,” said Caltech geo- 
physicist Robert Clayton.

Lifting the 
corporate veil 


A recent internal circular issued by the Income Tax Authority deals 
with a number of income tax planning devices, which would appear to 
have come perilously close to the tax guillotine. 

The tax authorities appear to be of the opinion that ἃ company set up 
for the sole purpose of avoiding taxes may be subject to Section 86 of the 
Income Tax Ordinance. Section 86 allows the authorities to disregard 
transactions or acts that are artificial.or fictitious, not properly imple- 
mented, or whose sole purpose is the i reduction of income tax. 
The tax men have made relatively little use of the section over the years, 
but-recently it appears to have come into vogue. 

In their internal directive, the tax authorities quote some examples 
where Section 86 may apply. One is where shareholders in a private 
company each set up a family company (in terms of Section 64A). The 
regular company was liable to the various inflationary-tax adjustments in 
terms of the law, but the family companies drew out substantial amounts 
from the company at the beginning of the tax year in the guise of 
management or consulting fees. 

Since these family companies, which provided regular professional 
services, were liable to books of account as required of other profession- 
als, and since they did not claim finance charges, they were not liable 
under the Inflationary Tax Law, particularly since the only activity was 
the receipt of management fees.

In a family company, the taxpayer immediately withdraws these 
amounts as dividends and, therefore, was not liable to tax in terms of 
Section 64A until the year-end when he paid the tax as a regular 
taxpayer. 


A second example was that of ἃ member of the liberal professions (for 
example an attorney) who set up a consulting service and thus withdrew 
the income from his practice during the course of the year on a regular 
basis. Near the year-end all the profits were transferred to the consulting 
company and thus the basis for setting original tax payments (mikdamot) 
was reduced to nil for the following tax year. At the year-end the 
consulting company paid a salary to the attorney up to the amount of the 
profits of in the company, also deducting withholding taxes. As a result, 
there was no basis in the following year for determining income tax 
payments and the attorney thus saved payment of the taxes in the 


company. 

In both these instances the income tax authorities have instructed tax 
inspectors to disregard the corporate entity and report it to the relevant 
tax office. This would seem to be a very stringent interpretation of the 
law and a harsh way of dealing with such tax-planning devices. Tax 
planners would be well-advised to ensure, as ever, that there is some 
economic or business aspect to such an entity other than the tax-saving or 
reduction aspect. This, of course, in terms of Section 86, which is 
certainly nothing new. 

During the period of the first Inflationary Tax Law -- 1982-1984 -- 
interest-free loans given by companies to their shareholders resulted in 
the notional income being taxed in terms of Section 19 of the Inflationary 
Tax Law or, alternatively, in terms of Section 3(1) of the Income Tax 
Ordinance, which taxed the interest-free or reduced-mterest benefits: 
given to employees and others, which included directors. The corre- 
sponding accounting entry for these loans is usually — or, so said the tax 
authorities — the issue of capital which, in effect, results in an increase in 
shareholders’ equity and corresponding tax benefits in terms of the 
Inflationary Tax Law (calculated in accordance with the increase of the

Now the tax authorities have taken the stand that such book entries are 
to be ori ae and certainly not treated as if the equity was, in fact, 
increased. The authorities maintain that the sole purpose here is to 
utilize the ba τι which is, in peru based on be picnic 
as against the inflationary-tax deduction on equi on 
the full amount of the increase in the er Pace index. 

This may be a mute point — it does relate to the past — but tax planners 
and taxpayers would be well-advised that generally where they use other

As a sort of postscript, the internal directive does instruct tax inspec- 
tors that where they come across retroactive acts or transactions, they

Telma plans expor 


drive in health food

HAIFA -- Blueband-Telma, the 
maker of a wide range of food prod- 
ucts, is developing a line of health 
foods with an eye to making a seri- 
ous bid for exports for the first time 
in the company’s history. 

The company's Shefa unit, based 
in Arad, will be the base for the new 
ine of products, which will empha- 
size the fact that they are kosher to 
lure buyers, Georg Faktor, th 


erating chairman of the company, 


told The Jerusalem Post in an 
interview. 

The German-Jewish business- 
mag, who heads a multi-million dol- 
lar family business, including con- 
struction and financial consulting in 
Frankfort, is here on one of his bi- 
monthly visits — this one marking 
Telma’s 50th year. 

He noted that the concern, whose 
turnover totalled $130 million last 
year, had only $4 million worth of 
exports “because we made basic 
foods geared to the domestic mar- 
ket.” He foresees a big export boost 
from the health food “which is all 
the rage in Europe.” 

Faktor, who was born in Poland 
62 years ago and spent half a year in 
the Sachsenhausen concentration 
camp before being liberated in 1944, 
bought Telma, then a lone Haifa 
plant with a turnover of $18 million 
in 1975, baving come here seeking 
“an emotional investment.” The 
owners at the time, Unilever and the 
Rothschilds, faced an Arab boycott 
from their Israel investment and 
wanted a way out. 

“Our family, which includes my 
wife and two sons, all active in the 
business, paid six million Deutsch- 
marks for Telma, and we put in 
another $19 πι." In 1976 they 
bought Shefa and the next year 
merged with the foods division of 
the Histadrut’s Koor Ltd., which 


brought its Mata factory and Beer- 
sheba flour mill into the partmership 
as its share. 

Today, Faktor describes Koor as 
“the ideal parmer,” leaving the 
management of Telma to him. It is 
his ambition “to show that a proper- 
ly mun factory can overcome eco- 
nomic difficulties without outside 
help.”

LONDON - Oil prices, depressed 
by excess supplies, neared two-year 
lows in Europe and the U.S. yester- 
day, reviving memories of the 1986 
spot market crash when crude fell ta 
$9 a barrel. 

Britain's Brent blent, the most 
widely traded crude internationally, 
was quoted just under $13 a barrel 
for immediate delivery for the first 
time since October 1986, although it 
recovered Jater in the day to $13.25. 
That was still about $1.25 dowa on 
prices a week ago. The key Mideast 
grade, Dubai, slumped 25 cents to 
$11.80. 

On the New York Mercantile Ex- 
change, the October contract for de- 
livery of West Texas Intermediate, 
the benchmark grade of U.S. crude, 
was down 9 cents ἃ barrel at $14.15 
dollars at 11 a.m. local time. The 
contract dropped 55 cents a barrel 
Tuesday. 

Responding to the drop, several 
major U.S. oil companies an- 
nounced Tuesday and Wednesday 
they were cutting the official price 
they pay for West Texas Intermedi- 
ate in the spot market. 

A key factor weighing the market 
down down was soaring output 
among members of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries. A Reuter survey showed the 
13-nation group pumped 20 million 
barrels per day in August, one mil- 
lion more than in July. 

“Supply and demand fundamen- 
tals dictate that the price should be 
lower than it is now,” said Peter 
Nicol, oil analyst at Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank in London. 

Another london analyst, Geoff 
Pyne, at stockbrokers Phillips and 
Drew, agreed. “‘Prices have further 
to go, maybe $1 or $2 per barrel. I 
can't see a reason for the market to 
find support in September,” he said. 

Crude output from several key 
non-Opec producers is also rising, 
offsetting declines in the U.S. and 
other large producers and undercut- 
ting Opec’s attempts to lift oil prices 
this year, according to another Reu- 
ter survey. 

“Jt could well be that we will see 
1986 over again,” one oil trader

Leumi's parent 
body, to appear before it and hear 
first hand its criticism of the way 
Leumi's board has handled the issue 
of the personal contracts awarded 
by the previous board to 25 senior 
executives. 

Committee members reprimand- 
ed the Leumi directors for leaking 
details of their board meetings, even 
to the extent of revealing classified 
information regarding customers. 
But details of the finance commit- 
tee's discussion, which was suppos- 
edly held behind closed doors, 
leaked out immediately, in part be- 
cause the door of the committee 
room was left open — an oversight 
which reporters took full advantage 
of. ῇ 

In this atmosphere, Goldschmidt 
refused to fulfil the committee’s re- 
quest for a full report on his depart- 
ment’s handling of the Leumigate 
affair, 


Heth took the opportunity to at- 


tack Leumi director Shimon She- 
treet, whose activity initially blew 
open the latest Leumi scandal and 
has since kept public attention fo- 
cussed on it. Heth accused Shetreet 
of seeking to build his political ca- 
reer “over my body.” a reference to 
Shetreet's place on the Labour party 
list for the Knesset. 

This provoked the senior Labour 
committee member. Haim Rimon, 
to shoot back that “Prof. Shetreet 
says that you destroyed the board. I 
would say that you both destroyed 
it, and you should all go home. How 
far will things go?“ 

At the very outset of the session 
Rimon had called for the dismissal 
of the entire Leumi board. Howev- 
er, committee chairman Avraham 
Shapira (Aguda) blocked a vote on 
this issue by saying that the agenda 
called only for a discussion of the 
wage and pension packages of se- 
nior executives. 

Securities Authority Chairman 
Arye Mintkevitch was reported as 
having told the committee that the 
second report his investigators were 
preparing on Leumi would contain 
criminal allegations concerning the 
authorization of the personal con- 
tracts in 1985/86. The report was 
being delayed because the attorney- 
general would not allow the Securi- 
ties Authority to question past 
board members. 


Mintkevitch refused to confirm or 


deny these reports last night. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that the authority's main investiga- 
tion into the Leumigate affair. in- 
cluding the response of the present 
board to the mess it found when it 
took office in January 1987, has en- 
compassed thousands of pages of 
documentation. It seems that the 
sheer mass of material is the reason 
that the report has yet to be com- 
pleted. rather than its supposed 
dealing with criminal allegations. 

In a separate development in the 
Leumigate affair. Leumi's board de- 
cided at its meeting earlier this week 
to go to court in an attempt to invali- 
date the personal contracts of two 
former top executives -- ex-chief ex- 
ecutive officer Mordechai Einhorn 
and the past head of the finance 
division, Haim Buchsbaum. 

The step was taken after the 
board heard the interim report of 
the Tal-Susman committee. set up 
to examine the legal validity of sev- 
eral of the contracts. But Susman’s 
proposed vote of confidence in Heth 
was not voted on. Some board mem- 
bers apparently have reservations 
about such a move at the present, 
mainly out of concern over the harsh 
criticism that the Securities Author- 
ity report is expected to contain con- 
cerning Heth’s handling of the affair 
and related issues.

The agency said it had filed a 
complaint in U.S. District Court in 
New York City alleging “fraudulent 
conduct involving insider trading, 
stock manipulation, fraud on Drex- 
el's own clients, failure to disclose 
beneficial ownership of securities 
and numerous other violations.”

Connors, the ‘grand old man’ of 
men's tennis — at the ripe old age 
of 36 — is critical of the younger 
Players and their lust for money. 

Connors already has the 
youngsters in his sights. ‘“‘Do 
these young kids play because 
they love the game or because 
they're spinning the wheel of for- 
tune?” he asked in au interview 
during the U.S. Open. 

Connors said he was able to 
Play tennis at his age because he 
Paced himself early on, and did 
not go into the sport with the goal 
of becoming rich. 

“There was no money back 
then, reafly,”” he said. ‘‘You 
Dlayed tennis because you loved 
the game, and wanted to be the 
best in the worid.”" 

When Connors played in his 
Grst Open in 1968, the total purse 
was $100,000 with $14,000 ἀοὶ- 
lars going ta the men’s and Wom- 
en’s singles champions. In 1988, 
the purse has bloated to more 
than $4.3 m., with $275,000 allo- 
cated to the two singles winners. 

Connors said the lure of money 
has attracted teenagers, who 
burn themselves out by the time 
they reach their prime at the ages 
of 24 or 25. 

“Now, they come out and try 
to win half a million dollars in 
their first year, and if you can't 
lift your arm at the end of the 
year, well, so what." 

Connors said he was not going 
to push his uine-year-old son into 
tennis, but would help him do 
well in whatever profession he de- 
cided to pursue.

England cricket team named for winter tour 


Indians don’t want Gooch to lead tourists 


NEW DELHI (Reuter) -. Indian 
sports minister Margaret Alva has 
hinted strongly that Graham Gooch 
will not be allowed to Jead En- 
gland’s cricket winter tour of India 
because of his South African links. 
Asked yesterday whether she would 
rather see the 11-week tour due to 
start in December cancelled than let 
Gooch captain England, Alva told 
reporters: “absolutely.” 

“We are very firm and we will not 


‘compromise in our fight ‘against 


apartheid in sport or any other 
field.” : 

Alva was speaking to an all-party 
delegation of legislators who led a 
protest march to the ministry against 
Gooch. 

Gooch is on a UN blacklist of sports- 
men for taking part on a rebel tour of 
South Africa in 1982, but was allowed to 
play in the 1987 World Cup in India. 
However, whea he was appointed cap- 
tain for the tour last month Gooch con- 
ceded that he had cancelled a contract to 
play for Western Province in South Afri- 
ca so 85 to take the top job. 

When the team wes announced in 
London yesterday eight players who are 
on the UN blacklist were included in the 
16-man squad. 

England cricket officials put on a 
brave face. They said they were confi- 


dent the tour would go ahead without the 
threat of a political boycott. Indian crick- 
et authorities “have said nothing at all 
yet about any threat of the tour being 
canceled,” said Test and County Cricket 
Board chief executive Alan Smith. 

“Our talks in the main have concerned 
the itinerary, practice matches, and the 
like. Tm not suggesting there isn't a 
threat but if and when it's firmed up I've 
no doubt we shall hear about it very 
quickly,” he said. 

The make-up of the 16-strong squad 
could certainly give the ant-tour lobby 
in India extra ammunition. ;

Militiaman killed, rockets hit S. Lebanon

A Christian militiaman attached 
to the South Lebanese Army was 
killed in a mine explosion north of 
the security zone in South Lebanon 
yesterday afternoon, SLA sources 
reported. 

The incident occurred near the 
Christian town of Jezzine, in an area 
controlled by militiamen affiliated 
to the SLA. Rh 

In another incident, earlier in the 
day, several Katyusha rockets fell in 
the eastern sector of the security 
zone, causing no injuries or damage. 
SLA troops returned fire. 

The 107-mm. rockets were fired 
from north of the zone. The attack 
followed a long period of relative 
quiet in the zone and along the 
northern border. 


The Associated Press reported 
from Beirut yesterday that Ron 
Arad, the Israeli airman captured in 
South Lebanon two years ago, is 
now being held by an Iranian- 
backed Shi‘ite faction based in the 
Syrian-policed Beka'a Valley. The 
report quoted a “reliable source.” 


The Shi'ite source, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. said the air- 

an “is now under the control of 
the Faithful Resistance Move- 
ment,” a faction that broke away 
from Justice Minister Nabih Berri's 
mainstream Shi'ite Amal militia ear- 
ly this year. 

The movement is headed by Mus- 
tafa Dirani, Amal's former security 
chief, who was dismissed in Febru- 
ary after being accused of trying to 
create an Iranian-controlled wing 


within the Syrian-backed militia. 

Amal had officially claimed it was 
holding Arad, 30. the navigator of 
an F-4 Phantom downed in South 
Lebanon on Octaber 16. 1986. 

But an Amal spokesman said: 
“The Israeli airman is not under our 
control.” He declined to elaborate. 

The Shi'ite source said Amal had 
“lost control” of Arad when it fired 
Dirani., who established his head- 
quarters in the Beka‘a valley. 

“The Israeli airman has been held 
by Dirani al! the time and he still 
holds him,” the source said. 

The IDF said Friday it was work- 
ing for Arad’s release and held 
Amal responsible for his safety. 

“Israel stresses and reiterates it 
considers the Amal organization. 
and its leader [Berri], responsible 
for the health and safety of the navi- 


gator and hopes all necessary steps 
will be taken in keeping with this 
Tespansibility,” the [DF statement 
said. 

Meanwhile. SLA commander 
Gen. Antoine Lahad, Tat Aluf 
Ze'ev Zahrin, head of the IDF's 
Lebanese liaison unit, and South 
Lebanese dignitaries participated in 
the opening yesterday of a repaved 
Stretch of road in the security zone. 

The 14-km. stretch links the vil- 
lages of Mis al-Jabal and Madisah 
and passes through a aumber of Shi- 
‘Hite settlements. 


The work, which cost $350,000 
and took 18 months to complete, 
was financed by Israel through the 
liaison unit’s civil administration.

Even if PNC approves 


PLO may postpone forming provisional government. 


BAGHDAD (AP) - The PLO may 
delay the formation of a provisional 
government even after it is ap- 
proved in principle by the Palestine 
National Council, a top-ranking 
PLO leader said yesterday. 

PLO leaders are due to meet in 
Tunis Saturday to set the time, place. 
and agenda for the upcoming PNC 
conference, which is expected to ap- 
prove a provisional government. 


Yasser Abed-Rabbo, a member 
of the Marxist Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine and the 
PLO executive committee, said the 
Proposed provisional government 
might not be declared immediately, 
even though the PNC was likely to 
approve it. 

He said the council “will mandate 
the executive committee to form this 


government after making the neces- 
Sary consultations on an Arab and 
international level.” 

He said the PLO might use that 
time to win wider recognition of 
such a government, and might wait 
until a proposed international con- 
ference on Arab-Israeli peace was 


imminent. 

“Tt will take time. We want to 

gain recognition. ... We know that 
many countries are ready to recog- 
nize this government, but we want 
to widen the recognition as much as 
we can.” 
_ Meanwhile, PLO deputy Salah 
Khalaf said yesterday the time had 
come for a new diplomatic offensive 
by the PLO. 

“We are facing a stage where ap- 
nouncement of a decisive initiative 
is inevitable to match the uprising 


and Jordan's decision to cut links 
with the West Bank,” said Khalaf, a 
senior aide to Yasser Arafat. 

Khalaf, also known as Abu Iyad, 
conceded that Palestinian leaders 
were not all agreed on how to set up 
a government-in-exile, but added 
that there was consensus on the 
need for an initiative. 


“There is hesitation on the extent 
and direction of this initiative,” 
Khalaf said in Tunis. 

“ We have to admit that we do not 
have much time and waiting is 
against our interest.” be said. “We 
have eventually to take an historic 
decision.” 

He said all UN resolutions, in- 
cluding “partition” Resolution 181, 
were being considered by the PLO. 

Sources said the PNC will proba- 


bly meet in Algiers early next 
month. 

Abed-Rabbo said he expected the 
PNC to issue a “policy declaration 
which ... would be based on interna- 
tional legality, beginning with Reso- 
lution 181 and ending with 242. 

Resolution 181 established the 
state of Israel, but also called for a 
Palestinian state, 

“We'll consider that in accepting 
181 we have the right to establish an 
independent state alongside the 
state of Israel," he said. 

“The question of borders should 
be discussed at the international 
conference,” Abed-Rabbo said. 
“We would accept 181 -- not to de- 
fine borders, but in order to define 
our right to have our own indepen- 
dent state," he said.

Acre Arabs protest police 
clampdown after attack on Jew

“Since the arrival of two thousand 
terrorists from Lebanon, the Ye- 
menite Jews live in fear and crisis,“ 
said David Shucker, chairman of the 
public council for Yemenite Jewry.
